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DESIGNATING A COORDINATOR OF IHFORIIATION 


By virtue of the authority vested in me as President 
of the United States and as Commander in Chief of the Army 
and Navy of the United States, it is ordered as follows: 

1* There is hereby established the position of 
Coordinator of Information, with authority to collect and 
analyze all information and data, v;hich may bear upon 
national security; to correlate such information and data, 
ana to make such information and data available to the 
Presider* and- to such departments and officials of the 
Government as the President may determine; and to carry 
out, when requested by the President, such supplementary 
activities as may facilitate the securing of information 
important for national security not now available to the 
Government. 

2. The several departments and agencies of the govern- 
ment shall make available to the Coordinator of Information 
all and any such information and data relating to national 
security as the Coordinator, with the approval of the Presi- 
dent, may from time to time request. 

3. The Coordinator of Information may appoint such 
committees, consisting of appropriate representatives of the 
various departments and agencies of the Government, as he 
may deem necessary to assist him in the performance of his 
functions. 

4. Nothing in the duties ana responsibilities of 
the Coordinator of Information shall in any way inter- 
fere v/ith or impair the duties and responsibilities of 
the regular military and naval advisers of the President 
as Commander in Chief of the Army and Navy. 

5. "iTithin the limits of such funds as may be allo- 
cated to the Coordinator of Information by the President, 
the Coordinator may employ necessary personnel and make 
provision for the necessary supplies, facilities, and 
services . 

6. 7/illiam J. Donovan is hereby designated as 
Coordinator of Information.

•V/EEREAS Executive Order No. 8248,' dated September 8, 1939, pro- 
vides, in part, as follows: 


"There shall be within the Executive Office of the President 
the follov;ing principal divisions, namely: (1) The White House Office, 
(2) the Bureau of the Budget, (3) the National Resources Planning 
Board, (4) the Liaison Office for Personnel Management, (5) the Office 
of Government Reports, and (6) In the event of a national emergency, 
or threat of a national emergency, such office for emergency manage- 
ment as the President shall determine"; 


AND VflIEREAS the Office for Emergency Management was formally 
established by Administrative Order of May 25, 1940, and it Is deemed 
advisable to modify the said order and further define the duties and 
functions of the said office; 


NOW, THEREFORE, by virtue of the authority vested in me by the 
Constitution and the statutes, and in pursuance of Part I of the 
aforesaid Executive Order of September 8, 1939, it is hereby ordered 
as follows: 


1. The Office for Emergency Management shall have the following 
duties and functions: 


(a) To advise and assist the president in the discharge 
of extraordinary responsibilities imposed upon him by any 
emergency arising out of war, the threat of war, imminence 
of war, flood, drought, or other condition threatening the 
public peace or safety. 


(b) To serve as a division of the Executive Office of 
the President, with such subdivisions as may be required, 
through which the President, during any emergency, may 
coordinate and supervise and, in appropriate cases, direct 
the activities of agencies, public or private, in relation 
thereto. 


(c) To serve as a channel of communication between 
such agencies and the President concerning emergency activi- 
ties. to keen the President currently advised of their pro- 
gress, to assemble and analyze Information concerning addi- 
tional measures that should be taken, and to assist in the 
preparation of recommendations for any necessary legiaiatioo. 


(d) TO provide and maintain liaison during any such emer- . 
gency with other divisions of the Executive

EXECUTIVES ORDER 9182 


CONSOLIDATING CERTAIN WAR INEORIIATION FUNCTIONS IITTO 
AN OFFICE OF WAR INFORI^TION 


In recognition of the right of the American people and 
of all other peoples opposing the Axis aggressors to he truth- 
fully informed about the cominon war effort, and by virtue or 
the authority vested in me by the Constitution, by the First 
War Powers Act, 1941, and as President of the United States 
and Commander in Chief of the Army and Navy, it is hereby 
ordered as follows; 

!• The following agencies, powers, and duties are trans- 
ferred and consolidated into an Office of War Information which 
is hereby established within the Office for Emergency ilanagement 
in the Executive Office of the President: 

The Office of Facts and Figures and its powers 
and duties. 

b* The Office of Government Reports and its powers 
and duties. 

The powers and duties of the Co-ordinator of 
Information relating to the gathering of public 
information and its dissemination abroad, including, 
but not limited to, all powers and duties now assigned 
to the Foreign Information Service, Outpost Publica- 
tions, and Pictorial Branches of the Co-ordinator of 
Information. 

d. The powers and duties of the Division of 
Information of the Office for Emergency Manageiaent 
relating to the dissemination of general public infor- 
mation on the war effort, except as provided in 
paragraph 10. 

S, At the head of the Office of War Information shall be 
a Director appointed by the President. The Director shall 
discharge and perform his functions and duties under the direc- 
tion and supervision of the President. The Director may exercis 
his powers, authorities, and duties through such officials or 
agencies and in such manner as he may determine. 

3. There is established within the Office of Y/ar Infor- 
mation a Committee on 7/ar Information Policy consisting of the 
Director as Chairman, representatives of the Secretary of State, 
the Secretary of War, the Secretary of the Navy, the Joint 
Psychological Warfare Committee, and of the Coordinator of 
Inter-American Affairs, and such other members as the Director, 
with the approval of the President, may determine. The Commltte 
on War Information Policy shall formulate basic policies and 
plans on war information and shall advise with respect to tha 
development of coordinated war information programs. 

4. Consistent with the war information policies of the 
President and with the foreign policy of the United States, and 
after consultation with the Committee on War Information Policy, 
the Director ' shall perform the following functions and duties:
